The Committee to whom were referred the accounts of 
the Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor and School Commit- 
tee, with instructions “‘to cause the same to be printed in 
detail, with a full account of the debts of the town” and who 
were directed to present, at the adjournment of the annual 
town meeting “‘an estimate of suclt sum or sums of money 
as may be necessary to raise to defray the expenses of the 
town, the current year,” having attended to the duty assign- 
ed them, ask leave to present their report. . 

In obedience to their instructions, they have ‘“‘caused to 
be printed,” the accounts referred to them, ‘‘in detail,”’ which, 
with this report, are distributed to the citizens of the 
town. They regret, the time, in which these accounts were 
to be prepared.for publication was so short, as to prevent 
that attention to the form and manner, which they would 
hiaye been pleased to give. They hope however, if not. 
printed with perfect accuracy, the accounts will be found 

sufficiently correct, to enable all who are desirous of know- 
ing for what their money has been expended, to form their 
opinion of the propriety of the expenditures, without any re- 
marks or explanation from the committee. 

The committee have also ordered to be printed, with 
these accounts, a schedule of the sums of money which the 
town have assessed from the year 1825 to 1831, (inclusive,) 
exhibiting for what purposes the assessments were made -

and also the expenditures for the same period, showing for 
what purposes these sums have been expended. This, they 
deemed necessary for the’ right understanding of the remarks 
on the increase of the town debt ; and the committee wish 
it to be distinctly understood, that in reporting on the state 
of the debts, they have no reference to any particular board 
-of Selectmen, or to any single administration of town affairs. 
They would confine themselves to their duty, which is to 
present facts, and to call the attention of the citizens to the 
subject of their financial concerns, It is for individuals to 
draw their own inferences, and for the’town to take such 
measures for the future administration of their affairs as they 
may deem expedient. 


In order to present a full account ofthe debt, it is neces- 
sary to look to its origin and progress. This will enable the 
town to understand more fully the causes of its present mag- 
nitude, and to apply the proper remedy. The financial com- 
mittee of the year 1817, was instructed to present to the 
town a full report of the condition of the debts at that time: 
After investigation this committee reported “that they have 
endeavored to ascertain the full amount of the debt for which 
the town is responsible and have to regret that they are un- 
able to present it with accuracy ; they have how ever ascer- 
tained that the various debts of the town, as far as they have 
been made acquainted with them, amounted on the 25th 
March, 1817, to $37,510 84.” 'To discharge this debt, in 
compliance with the recommendation of the committee, the 
following vote was passed. ‘‘Voted that there be and here- 
by is, appropriated from. the taxes which may be assessed the 
present year, the sum of five thousand dollars: for the sole 
purpose of discharging the interest and part of the principal 
of the town debt, which sum shail be paid to the Selectmen 
for the time being,and the faith of the town is hereby pledg- 
ed that a.similar and equal:appropriation shall be annually 
made, until the amount of the debt shall be extinguished.”

This sum was therefore the aggregate of the town debt, 
including interest to March 25, 1825, which was contracted 
previous to the year 1817. 

In the report of the committee on the town accounts 
for 1825, they observed “In consequence of the extraordi- 
nary charge for the new road, (since called LafayettefRoad) 
your committee deem it advisable to leave the principal 
of the town debts untouched the present year and to pay 
the interest only”-—and at the meeting following it was vo- 
ted “That the selectmen of the town be authorized to bor- 
row sufficient money to pay off the whole of the present 

town debt, in any time not exceeding five years, if by so 
doing they can lessen the rate of interest the town is now 
paying;” which vote was carried into effect and the loan 
obtained at from 4 3-4 to 5 per cent. 

At the same meeting an additional loan of $4000 was au- 
thorized to discharge the obligation. of the committee ap- 
pointed by the town to purchase and open as a free road 
the New Hampshire Turnpike Road, leading from Piscata- 
qua Bridge to Concord, making the total amount of the 
town debt on the 25th March’ 1825, as follows :-—

To which if there be added sundry hills and unliquidated. 
claims against the town, the present total amount of the 
town debt may be estimated in round numbers at Thirty 
Thousand Dollars. It will be recollected however, that. 
there i is due to the town an uncollected amount of taxes, 
which, as far as they can be collected, will serye,to reduce. 
the debt. By referring to the published account of the se- 
Jectmen, it will be perceived that these outstanding taxes 
amount to about $8000. The committee are informed by 
Collector Bennett, that from one half to three quarters of 
this sum, in process of time, may be received. But it 
should be recollected, that at the end of every year, a simi- 
lar amount of taxes may be outstanding as long as the pres- 
ent inefficient system of collecting, the taxes is pursued, — 
The committee are of opinion that the law, which is before 
the town, changing the system, will, if adopted, have a ten=_ 
dency to remedy this evil. 

It will be perceived that the causes of the increase of the 
town debt are :—the excess in some years of the aggregate 
amount of expenditures beyond the aggregate appropria- 
tions ; the occasional expenditures of sums.for which no ap- 
propriations were made ; the increased amount of outstand- 
ing taxes ; the non-payment, during several years, of the 
full amount assessed: for the payment of the principal, and 
interest of the debt. 
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The amounts assessed yearly, towards the payment of the. 
debt, (since the annual appropriation of five thousand dol- 


lars was discontinued) have been as follows :—

The committee have thus placed before the town “a full 
account of the debt.”’? Ifthere be no error in their calcula- 
tion, or any mistake in point of fact, the debt has increased 
with great rapidity since 1825. It-has, too, accumulated in 
years in which the town has been subject to no extraordina- 
ry expenses, or at least, to no greater than the ensuing 
six years will bring with them. Thisis the most favorable 
view of the subject ; in all probability the plans now agita- 
ted—the new jail—the improvement in the pauper establish- 
ment—together with the expenses and the | necessity of 
expenditures which each year brings upon the corpora- 
tion, will increase the debt in a greater ratio, unless prevent- 
ed by very burthensome taxation. i 

The committee were not directed to print an estimate of 
the sums, in their opinion, necessary for the ordinary expen- 
ses of the present year, but in order to finish their duties in 
one report, they annex to this, their estimate of the amount
